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BY ANY NAME. IT STILL IS WAB. 


The official view of the German goveru- 
toent is that the United States has "aban- 
:donecl its neutrality" as affecting the German 
¡empire, a euphemism that evidently is em- 
ployed to void the term war of its horrors, 
iwrhieh naturally are repugnant to the Prus- 
fian autocracy. 


It makes and can make little difference 
;what particular description of a state of af- 
fairs the German government chooses to recog- 
jlize as existing. 
There is war between the 
two governments. 
Germany created it by 
inaking war on this nation. The congress and 
president have given that fact formal recog- 
nition. Germany has confirmed it by continu- 
ing to make war on the United States. Amer- 
ica will further confirm it by making war on 
Germany—the first procedures of which have 
been to strengthen Germany's enemies. 
As 
goon as congress will permit it America will 
send troops to France, will send ships to the 


The great mass of the people must themselves 
answer that. 
Greater production and much 
less waste are the parallel courses by which 
the people of America must increase their-re- 
sources in food. 


No campaign for any purpose has ever en- 
listed so much energy, so much thought or so 
many people as the movement to increase the 
food crops this year. There has been a lively 
and encouraging response, but it has not 
reached the volume that gives assurance. 
There is too much a disposition to view the 
food crisis as applying mainly to our own na- 
tion, whereas it applies to the whole civilized 
world. The big globe around there is a food 
shortage. It is serious, even in this country 
where no one remembers a time when there 
Avas not enough in spite of short harvests of 
grain. The surplus in the United States is at 
a low ebb. Last year's deficient grain har- 
vests have been followed by the certain pros- 
pect of still greater deficiencies this year 
What we cannot have in wheat we must have 
in other food crops and the only way to ob- 
tain these crops is to set about growing them. 


The people of America will make a tragic 
error if they suppose that this call of the gov- 
ernment to urge the peof^le to the soil is idle, 
exaggerated or misjudged. 
The conditipns 
that confront the nation are real and the 
perils they invest are ominous. 
Everything 
that thé government may gain in advantage 
by its arms can easily be offset by a shortage 
of food that may cripple the nation in the 
field of war. 


There are tens of millions of people in this 
land who commonly never contribute anything 
to the production of food and who this year 
can add enormously to food supplies by a little 
extra labor or service to the nation. All of the 
one hundred and ten millions of people can 
contribute something to the nation's strength 
in food resources—the most vital now of all 
our resources—by setting themselves hard at 
the patriotic task of ceasing to waste food. 
What we waste in this country would feed our 
own army and the army of France. 


Produce food, conserve food—these two slo- 
gans given steadfast practice by all of us -will 
solve the greatest of our immediate problems 
of the war. 


AN ACCOUNTING WILL BE REQUIBED. 


For any war disasters due to tardiness the 


seas and will otherwise deport her,self as a ' people Avill require an accounting from con- 
capable and determined belligerent. 


The subtleties of Prussian statecraft pas.soth 
understanding and it is not easy to «ee ju.st 
what gain—moral or political—the goverji- 
ment in Berlin expects to contrive from it.s at- 
titude of b^ing sinned against by America. 
The things which the German government did 
that drove this nation to sever diplomatic re- 
lations and finally forced it to catch up the 
sword have continued. American ships were 
sunk Vv'ithout warning before President Wil- 
son asked congress to re^cognizc a state of war. 
They have been sunk since the declaration. 
They will continue to be sunk so long as Ger- 
man submarines are left free to sink them, 
^'hat is war now and it was war before con- 
gress declared it to be war. It no longer mat- 
ters what formal and official view may be 
taken in Berlin of the actual status of the two 
governments. 
It will continue to be war. 
When we send troops to France the}^ will face 
German soldiers and German guns on the 
firing line. When our warships meet German 
ships they will fight. If German submarines 
can send torpedoes against our vessels our 
vessels, will be sunk. If our ships can get to 
German submarines the submarines will be de- 
stroyed. When the war has been fought to 
a point where the German government is 
ready to discuss terms that the democracies 
bf the world can accept, America will sit at 
the council table. 


All this and much more to the point the 
autocracy at Berlin knows and understands 
fi,nd takes daily account of and will until the 
¡end of the war. It is of no consequence now 
what nominal views the Berlin government 
may put out, what evasions it may clumsily 
practice, what superior assumption of morals 
it may pretend, there is war between the Ger- 
man government and the United States of 
America. If the German fleet should contrive 
to break the British cordon in the North sea, 
tiie German government would let us know 
much more about its estimate of the status 
than its words set forth. 


gress. 


Exeojit tiio government credit bills every 
war measure presented six Aveeks ago when 
war was declared or pending before the de- 
claration, is still hung up in congress. 


With the nation at war with the greatest 
military power the world has ever seen, with 
no army and little else that will serve in war, 
congress has spent a month and a half in piffle. 
For days the army bill has been sidetracked 
to make way for a bitter and senseless debate 
on the sending of Colonel Roosevelt to France 
—an issue that it appears has not yet been 
disposed of even by the yielding of the house 
to the views of the senate. 


Other great measures are held up and the 
nation is at war, but not making war, nor will 
it, save as cougrcss shall gain a moment of 
sanity and consider that the fate of the nation 
is paramount to personal opinion and that the 
future of democracy transcends the vital dif- 
ference between tweedledum and tweedledee. 


There is no accounting for congress ever, 
but there always seems to be something less of 
a chance when congress begins to deal with 
emergencies. In this hour of trial and peril 
the people will have but poor stomach and 
short shrift for the much further braying of 
asses and the invitations to danger. 


Today the nation waits upon congress to 
pass the law under which this country can de- 
fend itself in a war that congress declared to 
exist. That is a situation to make men weep 
and the gods laugh. But it is a very serious 
thing to congress—this right to consume time, 
to delay vital movements, to listen to itself 
talk.

Is it too late materially to increase 
our national food supply this spring? 


Not if our farmers in the eastern 
half of the country will promptly re- 
sort to the use of the cheapest and 
quickest known agency for speeding up 
national 
production 
of foodstuffs— 
namely, lime. 
^ Prices of most commercial fertil- 
izers at present are high. 
Potash is 
almost unobtainable. 
Only by most 
scrupulous 
conservation 
of 
stable 
manure, 
and 
an 
increased 
use of 
legumes as gi-een manure, and 
of 
ground rock phosphate, can the com- 
mercial fertilizer shortage be met, even 
temporarily. 
There 
remains 
one 
thing, however, that may be done to 
increase yields, which costs no more 
now than it did before. It may safely 
be said. I believe, that if all sources of 
artificial chemical fertilizers failed, 
our total farm output in many sections 
could not only be maintained, but even 
increased for a considerable time sim- 
ply by the application of lime to acre- 
ages that now are low in yield or lying 
fallow because they are too sour to 
grow profitable crops. Lime can and 
should be put on all sour land. " By a 
plentiful use of lime we can, figura- 
tively speaking, make our "war bread" 
of stones. 


There is perhaps no 
considerable 
section of the United States without 
some local supply of limestone, marl 
or oyster shells. Ground limestone for 


direct application to the soil costs, de- 
livered on the nearest siding, from $1 
per ton up, depending on the length 
of the haul. 
If crushed limestone is 
not 
available, 
burned 
lime, 
either 
ground or hydrated for agricultrual 
use or the ordinary lump lime carried 
by all dealers in building materials, 
may be used in emergency, though 
lime in this form is frequently more 
expensive. 
On the other 
hand, if 
burned or hydrated lime is used the ap- 
,plications should be less than one-half 
those of ground limestone. 


Thus there is available for almost 
eveiy farmer, at noi-mal cost, in spite 
of war conditions, a material which, 
for the time being, may avail to in- 
crease our agricultural output enor- 
mously. 
The initial returns from the 
application of lime to sour land are 
sometimes 
remarkable. 
An 
invest- 
ment in limestone often pays a divi- 
dend of a hundred per cent or more 
the first year, if care is taken at the 
same time to maintain the organic con- 
tent of the soil. 


It is the duty of American farmers, 
in this crisis, .to make the most of this, 
our clieapest and most easily available 
agency for speeding up 
production. 
War or no war. a carload of crushed 
limestone where needed 
is alwaj's 
nioney in the farmers' pocket at the 
end of the crop year. And a carload 
of limestone, judiciously used by each 
,fai:m§r. whpse ^nd is too acid, will 
augment our supply of breadstufPs by 
a surprising number of millions of 
bushels.

When Indiana's new basic law is 
evolved by the constitutional conven- 
tion it is earnestly to be hoped that 
it will contain a provision conferring 
upon the cities of the state the power 
of self-government. The idea of free- 
ing Indiana cities from the present 
system that holds them to the same, 
dull, common level is growing in pop- 
ularity each day. The prevailing laws 
which make our municipalities, largo 
and small, creatures of the legislature, 
subservient to Its will in every par- 
ticular and utterly powerless to adopt 
home rule of any sort, have outlived 
their usefulness—if, Indeed, they ever 
possessed that quality. 
No thought- 
ful person will question the right of 
cities to conduct their own community 
affairs subject, of course, to reason- 
able restrictions. 
Each community 
has its own peculiar problems and 
conditions to meet, each city knows 
its own possibilities and all are bet- 
ter qualified to pass upon the details 
of their own municipal government 
than any general assembly can hope 
to be. Cities in other states that have 
adopted 
home 
rule 
and abolished 
politics in city elections have made 
substantial progi'ess «in the direction 
of capable business administration of 
municipal affairs.- 
They have thor^ 
oughly disproved the idea that muni- 
cipalities and publicly o>Vned untlllties 
cannot be conducted with the same 
degree of econoiny and efKclency that 
characterizes the successful manage- 
ment of larjge private corporations. 
Home rule for cities is comparatively 
ne win America. 
Elsewhere through- 
out the world it is a well established 
policy that 
has 
been 
In 
force for 
years. And the results everywhere are 
such as to justify the adoption of this 
policy wherever-^it is possible. 
The 
short ballot and elimination of politi- 
cal parties in city elections would un- 
doubtedly do much to improve exist- 
ms conditions.

Telephone Meat Order 
Costs Buyer a Third 


That meat order by telephone costs 
a third more is the statement made to- 
day by Dr. H. E. Barnard, state food 
and drug commissioner, in announc- 
ing a few rules for buying meats. 
Dr. 
Barnard said: 


"That meat ordered 
by 
telephone 
costs a third more than meat carefully 
selected at the butcher shop by the 
person who is going to prepare it in 
the kitchen, is a fair statement. Meats 
vaiT^ greatly in prices and there is no 
real basis for fixing that price save 
certain conditions of tenderness the 
purchaser has learned to demand and, 
as a matter of fact, tenderness is a 
condition regulated quite as much by 
the method of preparation as by the 
quality of the meat or the kind of cut. 


"The only way to get full value in 
buying meat is to know in advance 
what is wanted. 
It does not pay to buy 
a fatty cut unless the cook knows how 
she can use the fat which she trims 
off or which fries out in the cooking. 
The price of various cuts of beef for 
instance are not based on a rational 
standard. 
The cheaper cuts are by far 
the most economical source both of 
lean and of total edible meal. 
There i.s 
quite as much flavor in the cheaper 
cut as in the expensive parts and cook- 
ing tests show that the proportions of 
waste and shrinkage is not greater in 
the cheaper than in the more expen- 
sive cuts. 
It is evident that such con- 
sideration as tenderness, grain, color, 
general 
appearance, 
convenience 
in 
cooIVing and habit determine the retail 
pii(^ of meats. 


"In buying meat, the housewife will 
of course select only parts that are 
fresh, sound and sweet. 
Good meat is 
nearly odorless, having only a slight 
fresh smell. 
Any taint is usually be- 
trayed to the olfactory nerves. 
Good 
beef, when first cut, is a rich bluish red, 
which turns bright cherry or pale red 
after exposure to the air. 
Veal varies 
in color from almost white to light red. 
At its best it is a dull pink. Lamb cuts 
range from light pink to grayish red 
according to age and quality. 
Mutton 
is a dull brick red. 
Pork from young 
pigs is nearly white: that from older 
anirhals is dull 
pink 
or rose 
color. 
Dark colored 
flesh, 
although 
some- 
times 
due 
to 
Incomplete 
breeding, 
usually means age. 
Generally, there- 
fore, it is not of the best grade. 


"There is no definite rule by which 
it can be determined in advance that 
a given cut will turn out tender when 
cooked. 
With some exceptions 
the 
fatness of the meat and the way the 
fat and lean are intermixed is an in- 
dication of tenderness. 
The texture 
and color of the bone is another sign 
of quality. 
Comparatively soft, spon^:* 
and reddish colored bones indicates 
that the cut is from a young animal, 
while hard, dense, white bones are 
characteristic of old ones. 


"When these few rules are care- 
fully observed in buying meats, the 
housewife will find that well selected 
cheaper cuts will be of equal service 
both as to palatability and food value 
as the expensive cuts ordered at ran- 
dom over the phone."

Some Ways to Use Left- 
over Meats in At- 
tractive Manner 


It is a difficult problem that the 
housewife must face when she con- 
siders how to make up leftover meats 
in an attractive manner. 
These sug- 
gested dishes ought to please the most 
fastidious palate: 


Boneless Birds—Cut 
up a 
round 
steak into medium sized pieces. 
Roll 
each one, placing within a strip of 
bacon: tie with string and brown in 
hot grease together with chopped car- 
rot, parsley and onion. 
Cover with 
water and 
simmer slowly 
for t^vo 
hours. 
Thicken juice remaining for 
gravj-. 


Pork 
Pot-Pot — Required: 
One 
pound and a half of either pickled or 
fresh pork, two pounds of potatoes, 
two large onions, a good dessertspoon- 
ful of finely rubbed sage, a little flour. 


Cut the pork into cutlets, dip each 
cutlet into a little flour that has been 
seasoned with pepper and salt. 


Grea;se the bottom of the dish and 
slice an onion on it, then a thin layer 
of potatoes, and on this put a layer 
of meat. 
Then spi-inkle on the sage, 
another layer of onions and potatoes 
and so on. 


Season to taste and pour over suf- 
ficient stock or water to come to three 
parts of the dish. 
Cover and cook in 
the gas oven for two and a half hours, 
uncover and bake another half hour 
to brown the top potatoes. 


Tritadella—Chop or mince the meat 
left over from making soup or stew, 
season with a little salt and pepper, 
finely chopped onion or onion juice, 
little table sauce or beef extract.

with 
an 
equal 
amount 
of 
potato 
(mashed) and heat In a hot spidei-. 
This may be also pressed into a mold, 
steamed or baked, according to your 
liking.

Most housekeepei's have 
wondered 
at times why there is "a touch" about 
the best hotel cooking that amateurs 
can seldom get. 
It is not because the 
materials are superior or the recipes 
exclusive; home cooking can be better 
than hotel cooking so far as that is con- 
cerned. 
It is partly due to the very 
simple factor of heat and cold. 
In the 
hotel kitchen everything is hot that 
should be hot, and 
everything 
that 
should be cold is just off the ice. 
The 
home kitchen may not be provided 
with 
huge 
refrigerators, 
warming 
tanks, and plate racks heated by steam, 
but that is no reason for not being up 
to date. 
Enameled double boilers, an 
enameled bain-marie, even an enam- 
eled saucepan or frying-pan or baking- 
dish set in the top of a kettle of boil- 
ing water, will keep any sort of dish 
hot without its being dried or scorched. 
And they are far easier ta keep clean 
than the elaborate copper and nickel 
fittings of the hotel. 


The other thing in which the chef is 
apt to be superior is in the use of com- 
plex flavors in soups and sauces, and 
here again his creations can be rivalled 
with enameled soup-kettles and dou- 
ble boilers.

B. F. Stonecifer, Purdue Ex- 
pert, Prepares Article 
on Gardening. 


Gardeners who have been delayed in 
their potato planting, may x'et have 
bumper crops, says B. F. Stonecifer, 
Purdue agricultural expert, who is su- 
perintending the local food relief cam- 
paign. 
There is more danger in plant- 
ing potatoes too early than in setting 
them out too late, the Purdue man 
says. 


He has prepared a special article for 
The Sentinel dealing %v1th the proper 
planting and care of tubers. The treat- 
ise follows: 


"According to State Food Director 
G. J. Christie, 'Indiana farmers will 
plant 
this 
year 
more than 100,000 
acroiii of potatoes. 
Owing to the high 
cost of -seed and fertilizers the expense 
will range from $35 to $70 per acre.' 
Thua it is imperative that attention 
should be given the best methods of 
planting and caring for this crop. 
Al- 
though some Indiana acres have pro- 
duced from 300 to 500 bushels, the 
average for the state is less than ninety 
bushels per acre. 


"A good many people think that In- 
diana is not a potato state, but if these 
same people would only follow timely 
advice when planting they would soon 
, convince themselves that with a nor- 


mal season a high yield of potatoes 
would result. 


"It is often a mistake in this state 
to plant the late varieties just as soon 
in May as the ground can be worked. 
Potatoes planted at this time are usu- 
ally sti-uck with the hot dry weather 
which we most generally experience 
in August—just at the stage when the 
tubers are beginning to form. 
Then, 
again the vinei- are subject to 
the 
worst attacks of the potato bettle, just 
when the tubers are forming and the 
plant needs all its leaf surface to pro- 
duce starch. 


"A great many people in Fort Wayne 
are 
now 
complaining 
about 
their 
ground 
not being plowed, 
but 
this 
delay is due mainly because of a lack 
of teams. 
But 
these 
same 
people 
should be content, especially if they are 
going to plant late potatoes." 


"The main or late crop of potatoes 
are never planted before May 20, and 
later up to June 20, Is the best time. 
When planted late the tubers will be 
forming during the cooler weather of 
September, 
when the moisture 
will 
be more abundant and the 
temper- 
ature more suitable for potato grow- 
ing. 


"The accompanying 
sketch 
shows 
at a glance how 
a 
large, numerous 
eyed potato should be cut to secure 
the largest number of pieces. 
How- 
ever, do not make so many pieces BO 
as to reduce the stored up material 
which is to be used by the young shoot 
as food. 


"There should 
be enough 
of 
the. 
tuber Isit to give the young sprout >r 
seedling nourishment until the roots 
are formed, at which time it can th«n 
forage through the soli for Its own 
food supply. 
It is best, however, to 
cut the potatoes Into pieces about one 
ounce weight, or the sime of a ban- 


tam's egg and each pieces should ha 
two eyes. Potato peelings -ívlll grow 
and give fair results if the soil is ric!i 
and other conditions are favorable.

The best radishes for early use are 
the scarlet turnip 
and 
the French 
breakfast varieties. 
For summer use 
the larger half-long and long shapes 
are 
more 
satisfactory, 
since 
their 
slower growth keeps them in good con- 
dition for a longer time. 
The late 
winter radishes may be stored in a 
pit or in sand in the cellar for winter 
use. 


Time to Plant. 


Radishes are hardy plants and thrive 
best during the cool weather of early 
spring or late summer. 
They can be 
sown in the open ground as soon as 
the soil can be worked, and for a suc- 
cession every week or ten days after 
the first planting. 
The summer varie- 
ties may be sown in May or June, and 
sbme of the winter kinds like the 
Black Spanish are planted at the time 
the late turnips are put out, and may 
follow peas, onions or early potatoes. 
The early kinds may be sown in late 
August for fall use. 


Soil. 


A light, well-drained soil is best for 
early radishes. 
If well-decayed barn- 
yard manure is worked into the land 
in the fall, the soil is in good condi- 
tion for this crop.

in from three to four weeks after 
planting. 
If the plants are allowed to 
remain 
in the 
ground 
long, 
the 
radishes lose their crispness and fine 
flavor. 
The soil should be kept fine 
by constant cultivation. 


How to Plant. 


They should be planted in rows from 
six to twelve inches apart, and thinned 
to stand from one to three Inches 
apart in the row as soon as the plants 
are showing the second set of leaves. 
However, thinning may be unneces- 
sary if the sowing is done carefully. 
The first radishes to appear may be 
pulled as soon as i:hey are of sufficient 
size, and this will leave room for those 
that are a little later. 
It often is a 
good plan to sow rows of,radishes be- 
tween rows of later vegetables, llk^ 
beets, 
parsnips 
and 
carrots. 
The 
radishes will be pulled early and so 
Ifave a good spacing between the rows 
of the 
other crops. 
One ounce of 
radish seed is sufficient to plant 100 
feet of row. 
Early in the spring the 
seed may be planted at a depth of one- 
half inch, but the summer and winter 
varieties at about an inch. 


Pests. 


A dressing of wood ashes or to- 
bacco dust on the soil after the sow- 
ing may save the crop from the rav- 
ages of root maggoti, Rotation should 
also be practiced. 
That is late varie- 
ties should not be sown near the eai'ly 
ones.

1 
buildings as community centers, and 
the French system of mobilizing the 
civil population through the public 
school.

northern France by the Germans.

clear to the British as far as natural 
b.irrlerware concerned, except'for'part 
of the village of BuU«cou>t. After -the 
(trimmest lighting In the western front 
the British have driven their foes from 
one half of Bullecourt region and un- 
less'the tide In promptly'turnout tho 
village is lost to tho Germans aiid the 
crushing In of the southern end of 
the.Drocourt-Queant line Is inevitable. 


A ray of sunshine hus also fallen on 


British arms at sea. The great Ger- 
man submarine base at Zeobrugge and 
the naval stronghold at Wllhclmshaven 
have been assaulted from sea and air 
apparently with notable success. Zee- 
brugge is an iu-tlllcia.1 harbor called 
into existence on tho flat sandy coast 
of Belgium by tho exigencies of sub- 
marine warfare and practically de- 
pending on Its being on a great mole. 
This mole Is said to have been reached 
by the British guns and tho Germans 
must quickly repair the gap or the 
silting sands will complete the work of 
destruction commenced by the British 
gunners. 


The only incident of moment In tho 


other areas la a fresh Austrian report 
of a great artillery bombardment by 
the Italians on the Isonzo front. This 
may mean the long inactivity of Gen. 
Cardena is about to break. The Italian 
situation has been wrapped in con- 
siderable obscurity and there have 
been uncomfortable rumors that the 
caos in Russia was inspiring the cen- 
tral powers to mass forces for a great 
drive against Italy. 
These rumors 


have been somewhat offset by the ac- 
cumulating evidence that Austria is 
seeking in every direction a path to 
peace and is willing to make great con- 
cessions toward that end.

raids within the last year which has ended in disaster. Two of the 
mammoth airships were shot down during a raid on London on Sep- 
tember 23, 1916, and two months later two more Zeppelins were de- 
stroyed off the English coast. On March 11, French artillerymen shot 
down a Zeppelin behind the French lines while it was endeavoring to

Tress- 
ed for speed by the administration on 
one side and on the other by constitu- 
ents at homo demanding; action con- 
gress faces many big things to do and 
do quickly, if the aid of the United 
States in tho world war Is to be of its 
full value. 


The Immediate pressing need of the 


aid tho United States can rive, the en- 
tente allies ln_ the wax on Germany Is 
best known to" the president and his 
closest advisor* who have heard It 
from the heads of the French and Brlt- 
1«J» missions. Those to whom it had 
been communicated 
have 
been Im- 


pressed with the necessity of more 
accomplishments. 


Status of the War Program.

On few occasions they had a hi 
of meat about the size of a lump o 
sugar. 
Recently the men were com- 


pelled tfi work so near the front that 
they come under shell lira from tho 
British guns. This was an exceptional 
instance, however, they said. 


The French prisoners on the other 


hand are constantly employed just 
back of the firing line and suffer many 
casualties. 
In the camp, however, the 


French prisoners were better treated 
than the English.- It was strange to 
hear this story in view of the sleek ap- 
pearance of the German prisoners in 
English hands all well fed and well 
nourished, paid for their bits of labor 
and permitted to buy comforts at the 
canteens under the same conditions as 
the Tommies.

The people of America will make a tragic 


error it' they suppose that this call of the gov- 
ernment to urge the people to the soil is idle, 
exaggerated or misjudged. The conditions 
that confront the nation are real and the 
perils they invest are ominous. 
Everything 


that the government may gain in advantage 
by its arms can easily be offset by a shortage 
of food that may cripple the nation in the 
field of war. 


There are teus of millions of people in this 


laud who commonly never contribute anything 
to the production of food and who this year 
can add enormously to food supplies by a little 
extra labor or sen-ice to the nation. All of the 
one hundred and ten millions of people can 
contribute something to the nation's strength 
in food resources—the most vital now of all 
our resources—by setting themselves hard at 
the patriotic task of ceasing to waste food. 
What we waste in this country would feed our 
own army and the army of France. 


Produce food, conserve food—these two slo- 


gans given steadfast practice by all of us will 
solve the greatest of our immediate problems 
of the war.

Telephone Meat Order 


Costs Buyer a Third 


That meat order by telephone costs 


a third more Is the statement made to- 
day by Dr. II. K. Barnard, state fciorl 
and drug commissioner, in announc- 
ing a few rules for buying meats. Dr. 
Barnard snicl: 


"That meat ordered by telephone 


costs H, third more than meat carefully 
selected at the butcher shop by tho 
person who Is going to prepare It in 
the kitchen, is a fair statement. Meats 
vary greatly In prices and there Is no 
real basis for fixing that price save 
certain conditions of tenderness the 
purchaser has learned to demand anil, 
as a matter of fact, tenderness is a 
condition regulated quite as much by 
tho method of preparation as by the 
quality of the meat or the kind of cut. 


"The 
only way to get full value in 


buying meat is to know in advance 
what is wanted. It floes not pay to buy 
a fatty cut unless the cook knows how 
she can use the fat which she trims 
off or which fries out in the cooking. 
The price of various cuts of beef for 
instance are not based on a rational 
standard. The cheaper cuts are by far 
the most economical source both of 
loan and of total edible meat. There is 
quite as much flavor in the cheaper 
cut as in the expensive parts and cook- 
ing tests show that the proportions of 
waste and shrinkage is not greater in 
the cheaper than in the more expen- 
sive cuts. It is evident that such con- 
sideration as tenderness, grain, color, 
general appearance, convenience in 
cooking and habit determine the retail 
price nf meats. 


"in buying meat, the housewife will 


of course select only parts that are 
fresh, sound and sweet. Good meat is 
nearly odorless, having only a slight 
fresh smell. 
Any taint is usually be- 


trayer! to the olfactory nerves. 
Good 


beef, when first cut, is a rich bluish red, 
which turns bright cherry or pale red 
after exposure to the air. Veal varies 
in color from almost white to light red. 
At its best it Is a dull pink. Lamb cuts 
range from light pink to grayish red 
according to age and quality. Mutton 
is a dull brick red. Pork from young 
pigs is nearly white; that from older 
animals is dull pink or rose color. 
Dark colored flesh, although some- 
times due to 
incomplete breeding, 


usually .means age. Generally, there- 
fore, it is not of the best.grade. 


"There is no ile.flnito rule by which 


It can be determined in advance that 
a given cut will turn out tender when 
cooked. 
With some exceptions the 


fatness of the meat and the way the 
fat and lean are intermixed is an in- 
dication of tenderness. 
The texture 


and color of the bone is another sign 
of quality. 
Comparatively soft, spor.j;-' 


and reddish colored bones indicates' 
that the cut is from a young animal, 
while hard, dense, white bones are 


i characteristic of old ones. 


"When these few 'rules are care- 


fully observed in buying meats, the 
housewife will tlnr! that, well .selecte.fi 
cheaper cuts will be of equal service 
both as to palatability and food value 
as the expensive cuts ordered at ran- 
dom over the phone." 


Some Ways to Use Left- 


over Meats in At- 


tractive Manner 


It Is a difficult problem that the 


housewife must face when she con- 
siders how to make up leftover meats 
in an attractive manner. 
These sug- 


gested dishes ought to please tho most 
fastidious palate: 


Boneless Birds—Cut up a round 


steak into medium sized pieces. Roll 
each one. placing within a strip of 
bacon: tie with string and brown in 
hot grease together with chopped car- 
rot, parsley and onion. 
Cover with 


water and 
simmer slowly 
for two 


hours. 
Thicken Juice remaining for 


gravy. 
Pork 
Pot-Pot — Required: 
One 


pound and a half of cither picklofl or 
fresh pork, two pounds of potatoes, 
two largo onions, a good dessertspoon- 
ful of finely rubbed sage, a little flour. 


Cut the pork into cutlets, dip each 


cutlet into a little flour that has been 
seasoned with pepper and salt. 


Grease tho bottom of the dish and 


sllco nn onion on it, thon a thin layer 
of potatoes, and on this put a layer 
of meat. Then sprinkle on. tho sage* 
another layer of onions and potatoes 
and so on. 


Season to taste and pour over suf- 


ficient stock or water to como to three 
parts of the dish. Cover and cook In 
the gns oven for two and a half hours, 
uncovor and bake another half hour 
to brown the top potatoes. 


Trltadella—Chop or mince the meat 


left over from making soup or stew, 
season with a llttlo Halt and pepper, 
finely chopped onion or onion juice, 
little table sauce or boef extract. Mix 
with :in 
equal amount 
of potato 


(mashed) and heat In a hot spider. 
This may be also pressed Into a mold, 
steamed or baked, according to your 
liking.

B. F. Stonecifer, Purdue Ex- 


pert, Prepares Article 


on Gardening. 


Gardeners who have been delayed in 


their potato planting, may yet have 
bumper crops, says B. F. Stonecifer, 
Purdue agricultural expert, who is su- 
perintending the local food relief cam- 
paign. There is more danger in plant- 
Ing potatoes too early than In setting 
them out too late, the Purdue man 
says. 
He has prepared a special article for 


The Sentinel dealing with the prbper 
planting and care of tubers. The.treat- 
ise follows: 


"According to State Food Director 


G. I. Christie, 'Indiana farmers will 
plant this year 
more than 100,000 


acres of potatoes. Owing to the high 
cost of seed and fertilizers the expense 
will range from $35 to $70 per acre.' 
Thus it Is imperative that attention 
should be given the best methods of 
planting and caring for this crop. Al- 
though some Indiana acres have pro- 
duced from 300 to 500 bushels, the 
average for the state is less than ninety 
bushels per acre. 


"A good many people think that In- 


diana is not a potato state, but if these 
same people would only follow timely 
advice when planting they would soon 
convince themselves that with a nor- 


mal season a high yield of potatoes 
would result. 


"It is often a mistake In this state 


to plant the late varieties just as soon 
in May as the ground can be worked. 
Potatoes planted at this time arc usu- 
ally struck with the hot dry weather 
which we most generally experience 
in August—Just at the stage when the 
tubers are beginning to form. Then, 
again the vines, are subject to the 
worst attacks of the potato bettle, just 
when the tubers are forming and the 
plant needs all its leaf surface to pro- 
duce starch. 


"A great many people in Fort Wayne 


are now complaining about their 
ground not being plowed, but this 
delay is due mainly because of a lack 
of teams. 
But 
these same people 


should be content, especially if they are 
going to plant late P9tatoes." 


"The main or late crop of potatoes 


are never planted before May 20, and 
later up to June 20, Is the best time. 
When planted late the tubers will be 
forming during the cooler weather of 
September, when the moisture will 
be more abundant and the temper- 
ature more suitable for potato grow- 
ing. 


"The accompanying sketch shows 


at a glance how a large, numerous 
eyed potato should be cut to secure 
the largest number of pieces. How- 
ever, do not make so many pieces so 
as to reduce the stored up material 
which is to ba used by the young shoot 
as food. 


"There should be enough of the 


tuber left to give the young sprout >r 
seedling nourishment until the roots 
ai-e formed, at which time it can then 
forage through the soil for its own 
food supply. It is best, however, to 
cut the potatoes Into pieces about one 
ounce weight, or the size of a ban- 


tam's egg and each pieces should ha v 
two eyes. Potato peelings will srow 
and give fair results If the soil is rlc.l 
and other conditions are favorable.

Varieties. 


The best radishis for early use are 


the scarlet turnip and 
tho French 


breakfast varieties. For summer use 
the larger half-long and long shapes 
are more satisfactory, since their 
slower growth keeps them in good con- 
dition for a longer time. Tho late 
winter radishes may be stored in a 
pit or in sand in the cellar for winter 
use. 
Time to Plant. 


Radishes are hardy plants and thrive 


best during the cool weather of early 
spring or late summer. They can be 
sown in the open ground as soon as 
the soil can be worked, and for a suc- 
cession every week or ten days after 
tho Ilrst planting. The summer varie- 
ties may be sown in May or June, and 
some of the winter kinds like the 
Black Spanish are planted at the time 
the late turnips are put out. and may 
follow poas. onions or early potatoes. 
The early kinds may be suwn in late 
August for fall use. 


Soil. 


A light, well-drained soil is best for 


early radishes. If well-decayed barn- 
yard manure is worked into the land 
in the fall, the soil is in Rood condi- 
tion for this rrop. Tho later sowings 
will thrive better 
In a cool, moist 


place. 
On a quick rich soil some of 


the early varieties can be matured 
in from three to four weeks after 
planting. If tho plants are allowed to 
remain 
in the 
ground long, 
the 


radishes lose their crispness and fine 
flavor. The soil should be kept fine 
by constant cultivation. 


How to Plant. 


They should be planted in rows from 


six to twelve inches apart, and thinned 
to stand from one to three Inches 
apart in the row as soon as the plants 
are showing the second set of leaves. 
However, thinning may be unneces- 
sary if the sowing Is done carefully. 
The first radishes to appear may be 
pulled as soon as ttiey are of sufficient 
size, and this will leave room for those 
that are a little later. It often is a 
good plan to sow rows of radishes be- 
tween rows of later vegetables, llk« 
beets, 
parsnips 
and 
carrots. The 


radishes will be pulled early and so 
leave a good spacing between the rows 
of the 
other crops. 
One ounce of 


radish seed is sufficient to plant 100 
feet of row. Early in the spring the 
seed may be planted at a depth of one- 
half inch, but the summer and winter 
varieties at about an inch- 
Pests. 


A dressing of wood ashes or to- 


bacco dust on the soil after the sow- 
ing may save the crop from the rav- 
ages of root maggots. Rotation should 
also be practiced. That is late varie- 
ties should not bo sown near the early 
ones.
